serter, at the home of hi* uncic. t hn ; 
Phelps, several miles south of this ! 
city. He lodged him in the Terre I 
Haute jail for return to Jefferson 1 
Baracks. 

Glover is a Clinton boy. colored, 
and his mother lives on North Ninth 
street. The chase was an exciting 
one, and demonstrates the determin- 
ation of the government when one of i 
its soldiers commits a crime. The 
sergeant says that when .lack- 
son is tried, there will be no doubt 
of conviction, and sentenced to 
death. He will be given the choice, 
i being shot, hung or elect ro- 
The murderer, according to 
Sergeant Glover, declares he will 
never be taken back to the fort 
alive, as his arrival there means 
certain daeth. On account ot this 
declaration, a special guard is kept 
over him at the jail. 

Aeocrding to Glover, the tragedy 
which led to the sensational chase 
across state lines, occurred at a point 
on the Mexican border, near El Paso. 
Texas, about four months ago. and 
the victims of the murderer s aim 
are Lieutenant Howard, of the 
Ninth Cavalry, and Captain Booe, of 
the Thlrteenht Cavalry. The for- 
mer was killed instantly and the lat- 
ter, if he recovers, will be 
for life.

After the Church bad forgotten the 
that His Twelve 
the founda 
tlon stones of the New Jerusalem, they 
began to recognise their bishops as 
apostolic. They overlooked the fact 
that God s statement that Judas 1 place 
would be dlled by another intimated 
particularly that there would be no 
successors to The Twelve. Judas' real 
successor was St. Paul. Bible Stu- 
dents now see that the eleven Apostles. 
Iiefore being confirmed In Apostlesbip 
at Pentecost, erred In 
tbias. whom God merel 

Gradually the bishops rose to 
as God's Inspired oracles. Proportion- 
ately, The Twelve lost their Influence. 
It was easier to take the word of the 
bishops than to search the Scriptures. 

in their anxiety to overwhelm the 
Greek skeptics, tbeae Christian teach- 
ers unwittingly Involved themselves in 
absurdities. Gradually the trinitarian 
mystery was advanced; and the mysti- 
fication of saying 'that God was His 
own Son, the Lord Jesus His own Fa- 
ther, and the Holy Spirit another per- 
son and yet the same person, appeal- 
ed to people who delight to reverence 
most what they do not understand. 
Thus today, when questions are aaked 
respecting the trinity how one could 
be three, and throe one, the answer 
given which satisfies the 
Mystery! 

But the Bible makes no mystery of 
the matter. It never mentions the 
trinity. The one test (1 John 5:7) 
seeming faintly to aupport the thought 
is now admitted by all scholars to be 
an Interpolation, dating from about 
the seventh century. The Bevlsed Ver- 
sion shows quite distinctly the reading 
of earlier manuscripts. 

"To Us There Is One God." 

The Paator then explained fully ev- 
ery text in both Old and New Testa- 
ments used aa a proof text supporting 
the trinitarian mystery, 'aud convinced 
his hearers that these texts are mis- 
applied. He quoted the explicit state- 
ment from the Old Testament, "Hear, 
O Israel, the Lord thy God Is one 
God." and that from the New Testa- 
ment, used as text for this discourse. 

Pustor Russell then showed that, ac- 
cording to our Lord's own teaching, the 
oneness, or burniouy. between the Fa- 
ther and Himself resulted from our 
Lord's Ignoring His own will, to do 
the Father's will. Our Lord exhorted 
His disciples to have the same will, 
splrit-tho Holy Splrtt-the disposi- 
tion to do the Father s will.

(Revelation I* 3.14.1 Through Him 
Jehovah operated in all the stupen- 
dous work of creation.

The beauty which Is near at band 
la often neglected while we prtie> 
that which la denied us — we refer to 
the beauty and desirability of the 
Celaatrna, or bitter sweet vlnex This 
native climber found In our woods 
and along fences, is one of the most 
satisfactory vines that can be grown 
about the home. It Is aa hardy as 
granite, a quick grower, twining se- 
curely about Its support and It Is not 
liable to disease. In the fall, when 
flowers are scarce. It covers Itself with 
clusters of orange-colored fruit, which 

seeda. 

Choose a dark, rainy day. If possible, 
for the transplanting, otherwise do 
this work at sunset — we mean la 
transplanting seedlings. Water the 
seed bed thoroughly a short time be- 
fore you begin to transplant; then 
lift the plants, with all the soil their 
roots will bold, and remove to the 
permanent bed. 

Keep the seedlings covered with 
a wet cloth, eo that the heat and wind 
will not dry them. With a sharp 
pointed stick make the hole for the 
plant and then fill It with water. Plant 
the seedling In this puddle, drawing 
the dark soil about the sulk when 
the ground has been firmed about 
the plant as much aa possible. 

A miniature water garden la prac- 
tical, and will prove most Interesting, 
needing less attention than a flower 
bed Its slse. Have a sugar or vinegar 
barrel cut In two, or use a wooden 
tub. Sink this In the soil. Make a 
potting box about twelve tnchee square 
and fill with rich mud from a pond, 
or use half rich loam, adding to tba 
mud or loam about one-third or well- 
rotted manure..

Care of Coifs Feet 

Rvery colt owner should poaseaa a 
foot rasp. Never mind about a knife;

foot the better. The first time the 
smith — ir or the ordinary kind — geta at 
the root be will probably cut it enough 
to last a liretlme. if the colt has been 
haudled and quieted before It la 
weaned, it will allow the foot to be 
raised and leveled with the raap.

Care of Manure 
Nothing in the operation of any 
machine la aa Important aa the lubri- 
cation; and Uk* manure spreader is 
no exception to this rule, says Dairy 
Parmer. It should be oUad frequent- 
ly. When you first start using a new 
spreader, you should go over It care- 
fully, oiling all moving part*. 

Then watch tha machine closely tor 
a while, and you will soon learn that 
parts must be oiled several times la 
a day's work Oive the machine the 
right kind of a start and It will eavs 
dollar* tor you la nssdlsas repair 
bills.
